Record Production

While much of American indus- 


try scrambles to convert for war, 
basic steel rumbles on at a rec- 
ord 
production 
rate 
awaiting 


only the government's signal for 
a 
comparatively simple 
quick 


change. 


War conversion for basic steel 


—producers of the raw 
product 


that will be tooled by other in- 
dustries into guns, tanks, ships 
and other fighting- implements— 
essentially would be a matter only 
of rescheduling its production. 


There is no machinery to lake 


out of "moth balls," no produc- 
tion lines to halt for retooling, no 
necessity for hiring new worker's 
or retraining old ones. 


A spokesman for United States 


Steel Corp., the nation's produc- 
tion giant, put it this way: 


"Our 
biggest problem at the 


start of the last was 
changing 


from the production of sheet steel 
Lo steel plates. That did not tax 
us too much. 


"And, of course, we did not have 


the production 
of ingots (raw 


steel) then that we have now. 


"Our finishing capacity is about 


60 per cent greater than our ingot 
capacity. 


"That means 
that 
we 
can 


switch from concentration on one 
to another of basic steel forms 
without interrupting our flow of 
raw steel. 


"All we need is the word from 


Uncle Sam." 


The steel industry now is pro- 


ducing about 101 per cent of rated 
capacity. This amounts to about 
14 per cent more than the rest of 
the world combined. 


Only about one per cent of this 


output presently is going into gov- 
ernment—or war—work. The in- 
dustry expects that figure to reach 
about ten per cent for the military 
production program 
the govern- 


ment currently plans. 


However, the 
fear 
of a big 


switch to war output by basic 
steel has spurred a flood of or- 
ders from manufacturers of non- 
military products. 


Petroleum and petroleum pro- 


ducts are the largest single com- 
modity imported hy Canada.

A-BOMB INSTRUCTIONS 


Five years after the explosion of the first Atomic 


oomb, the government has come out with some specific 
instructions on what to do if one hits your city. 


They are contained in a big book "The Effects of 


Atomic Weapons" released over the week-end by the At- 
omic Energy Commission. 


Here are some tips you might do well to memorize: 
The first thing to remember is that if a bomb goes off, 


there will be a sudden increase in the general illumina- 
tion. The burst will be about 100 times as bright as the 
sun. 


Don't worry about recognizing it. One AEC official, 


in discussing ar. Atomic explosion, told reporters: "If 
you are not dead already, you will recognize it when it 
has gone off." 


But don't follow your natural instincts to look toward 


the source of the light. Go into action right way, as 
follows: 


If you're caught out in the open, with no shelter of any 


kind Within a step or two, drop instantly to the ground, 
and curl up so as to shade your bare arms, hands, neck 
and face. And hold that position for at least ten seconds. 


This will not protect you from atomic "rays"—if they 


reach your area—but it may save you from a disabling 
burn from the bomb's tremendous heat, which radiates 
out over a considerable area. 


If you are within a step or two of a building comer, 


a doorway, a tree—or even a trench-like hole in the 
ground—leap there and take shelter, with your back to 
the light. And assume that curled-up position. 


(AEC officials said that a soldier in a foxhole 1500 yards 


from a bomb burst would be well protected from blast, 
heat and radiation effects of an atomic explosion.) 


After ten seconds you can stand up, because the im- 


mediate peril from heat and atomic rays will have passed 
in that time. 


But keep your body pressed tightly against the side 


of a building to avoid broken glass or falling debris, 
which can result from the explosion's blast effects. 


If you are inside a house or other building when the 


bomb goes off, do this: 


Drop to the floor, with your back to the window. 


Crawl behind or beneath a table, desk, counter, or oth- 
er shelter. The closer you are to the interior partitions 
of the building, the better off you are. They are relative- 
ly effective in resisting the blast effects. 


HISTORIC DATE RECALLED 


Five years £go, on Aug. 14, the war with Japan came 


to an end. 


The smoke of Hiroshima and Nagasaki had hardly set- 


tled, Russia had become America's ally in that war only 
a few days before, and would remain so only for a few 
days more, when it would become apparent, in the stripped 
industrial plants of Manchuria and the rearmed Chinese 
Communist armies, why she had been so willing to join 
in. 


Warren, along with all other communities throughout 


the nation, celebrated in the streets as word flashed across 
the nation Hirohito had ordered the cease fire. 


They were oblivious to the fact that Aug. 14 also was 


the anniversary of another American victory in Asia, 
one that occurred 50 years ago, but which had much to do 
with our ultimate involvement in all the affairs of the 
Orient. 


The United States had become involved in Asia 


through the forceful opening of Japanese ports to our 
trade, and through the war with Spain which put us in 
the Philippines. Her interest in China traced to the days 
and ways of the Clipper captains. 
But not until the 


ending of the Boxer rebellion by the capture of Peking 
on Aug. 14, 1900, did American policy play any great role 
among the German, British, French, Russian and Japa- 
nese exploiters o* Asia. U. S. troops joined the others in 
suppressing the anti-foreign boxers. 


The United States, in those days, was teetering between 


the advocates ot imperialism and the proponents of moral- 
ity in foreign affairs who were destined to capture the State 
Department during World War I. In 1900 some Ameri- 
cans were still talking about using Alaska as the spring- 
board for war in Siberia and the establishment of hegemony 
dver all the Pacific area. 


John Hay's proposal for an "open door" in China was 


compounded of America's desire for an even break with 
other countries in exploiting China as well as of considera- 
tion for China's integrity—which in itself was an essential 
to *uch an even break. 


In Asia, the years are short and history is extremely 


long. It is just as well to remember some of this back- 
ground as we once more get up to our ears in their 
ttolitict.

Congress Votes More for Korea 
While Aid Charges Prove False

VHASHINGTON — (NEA)—Congressional charges that only $200 
™ worth of U. S. military aid had reached Korea when the shooting 
started make good headlines, but otherwise they aren't borne out by 
the story. 


Republican Senators Ferguson of Michigan and Knowland of Cal- 


ifornia say they're going to demand investigation of just how much 
aid Korea did or did not get. TexasN Senator Lyndon Johnson's new 
Armed Services investigating sub-committee is also feeling around. 


U. S. occupation forces in Korea consisted of the 24th Army Corps 


of two divisions under Lt. Gen. John R. Hodge. When the Russians 
announced they had pulled all their troops out of North Korea on Dec. 
31, 1948, it was felt that the U. S. should do likewise. So the 24th 
Corps was deactivated Jan. 15, 1949. The last 1500 U. S. troops left 
Korea six months later. 


They left behind them 500 U. S. military advisors for the young 


Korean army of 65,000 men. They also left behind them nearly all 
of their equipment. 


It bad an original cost of $56,000,000, a replacement value at 1949 
prices of $110,000,000. Included were: 


Small arms for a ground force of 100,000 men plus 50,000,000 rounds 


of ammunition. Two thousand rocket launchers and 2.4 inch' bazookas 
plus 40,000 rounds of ammunition. An unspecified number of 37 and 
57 mm. anti-tank guns, 105 mm, artillery, 60 and 80 mm. mortars plus 
700,000 shells. Twenty liaison type planes, 4900 motor vehicles and 
79 Navy-type vessels including mine-sweepers, landing craft and 
picket boats. 


Subsequently, the Koreans were given $150,000 worth of spare parts 


to keep this equipment in service. This ought to dispose of the $200 
charges mentioned in line one. 
AS for later military assistance to Korea, Congress didn't complete 


action on MAP—the military assistance program—until Sept. 28, 


1949. Then it took three months to make an arms aid agreement with 
'the Koreans and another three months to get it ratified, on March 29, 
1050. 
This was the first date on which it was legally possible to 


furnish new military aid to Korea. 


Ten million dollars worth of arms aid was then authorized for Korea. 


But it appears that only $253,000 worth of supplies were delivered 
before A-day, June 25, 1950. The main trouble seems to have been 
that Korea was not given a high priority by the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 


The story of economic aid to Korea is another headache of com- 


pounded delays. President Truman first asked Congress for $150,000,000 
for Korean aid on Jan. 7, J1949. On Oct. 6—nine months later—Con- 
gress gave him $30,000,000. 


•The following January, the House killed an additional $60,000,000 
appropriation for Korean aid by a vote of 193-191. A month later the 
House reversed this action, but that still gave the Koreans only 40 
per cent of the assistance the President bad originally asked for the 
period ending June 30, 1950. 


In the last few months, Congress has approved .$100,000,000 economic 


assistance to Korea for the year ending next June 30. And an undis- 
closed share of the $303,000,000 military assistance earmarked for 
the China area will go to Korea. 


'Investigating all these dabs and delays seems somewhat pointless, 


however, since aid to Korea is now beyond the bookkeeping stage. 
Department of Defense has instructed Gen. MacArthur to give all 
assistance necessary from his supplies in Japan. He requisitions re- 
placements. More supplies are going direct. The total will run into

Camp Atterbury In 
Indiana Has Very 
Colorful History 


Camp 
Atterbury, 
sprawling 


Southern Indiana army camp at 
the south edge of Franklin, Ind., 
a college town of 8,000 which soon 
will be the home of the Pennsyl- 
vania National Guard's 28th Divi- 
sion, has a colorful World War H 
history which makes it one of the 
nation's most vital military reser- 
vations. 


Originally a training center for 


combat divisions and units which 
later compiled standout World War 
II histories of their own, Camp 
Atterbury was converted to a per- 
sonnel center as the war neared its 
close. 


As such, it assumed the role of 


a reception center for men being 
inducted into the army, s separa- 
tion center and door back to the 
post-war world. 


In pre-war years, farm lands 


occupied the area now comprising 
Atterbury. But with the advent of 
World War II, the modern military 
city grew up—a city which was 
to function for over four years. 


The first word of a military 


camp m this area came in a news 
dispatch from Waschington, D. C., 
on Apnl 28, 1941, which said, "A 
cantonment for 30,000 men will be 
established outside Franklin if the 
size of the army increases." 


And with the sneak attack on 


Pearl Harbor on December 6, 1941, 
construction of the post began. 


Delayed by heavy rains and 


storms and the resulting mud, the 
14,000 workers employed in con- 
struction referred to the "baby" 
post as camp "Mudberry." 


But on June 2, 1942, the first 


special order appeared, made up at 
the old brick headquarters across 
from the camp bus station. The 
house was formerly the homo of 
Mr. and Mrs. George Parmerlee. 


In early July, 1942, service units 


arrived and Were-mcorporated into 
the 1569th Service Unit. 


More than 100 units 
received 


training in Atterbury for overseas 
duty during the initial three years 
of the post's history. 


Three of them—83rd, 30th and 


106th Divisions — played major 
roles in bringing about victory In 
Europe. The 83rd and 30th Divi- 
sions were "spearhead" units in the 
drive across France into Germany 
and the 106th, along with Penn- 
sylvania's 28th Division, took the 
brunt of the initial attack and He-

center at Camp Atterbury 


soon reached a peak of 560,855 
discharges'over a period of about 
14 months. 


The reception center 
averaged 


over 15,000 incoming men a month 
including enlistees in the regular 
army. 


Even after the real "rush hour" 


for the reception station was over, 
still a steady stream of returning 
overseas men were sent on. fur- 
lough or to the separation center 
from that organization. 


A vital part of Camp Atterbury 


is the Wakeman General Hospital, 
composed of 55 buildings and built 
to accommodate 2,700 patients. It 
was activated as a general hospital 
April 5, 1944, previously having 
operated as the Camp Atterbury 
station hospital. When the hospital 
was closed at the end of 1946, it 
had treated over 85,000 men and 
women.

Pennsylvania Long 
Active In Field Of 
Forest Research 


Harrisburg — Pennsylvania, one 


of the first states in the Union to 
set aside a distinct division or 
Fpctioa devoted to research In for- 
estr. , has long been active In the 
field of searching out the com- 
plexities of nature. 


In an editorial entitled "Re- 


search," in the current issue of 
the magazine" "Pennsylvania For- 
ests and Waters," Secretary M. F. 
Praemel pointed out that " -". , . 
while this Division of Research 
is assigned to the Bureau of For- 
ests (in this Department of For- 
ests and Waters), the scientists, 
employed are actually devoted to 
the overall picture concerned with' 
the 'Conservation of Natural Re- 
sources.' 


"Our people are becoming ever 


more aware that we cannot con- 
tinue tc waste our natural re- 
sources as we have done for gen- 
eration?, in the past, and they 
have increased demands for vari- 
ous types of conservation, such aa 
soil conservation, forest conserva- 
tion, water conservation, and wild- 
life conservation. 


"But the Commonwealth's gov-i. 


eminent 
recognized 
this great 


need for conservation, years ago. 
The public, meanwhile, baa but 
recentiy taken hold of the words 
'resource' and '.conservation1 and 
adopted them in a single phrase 
Conser\ ation of Resources. 


"Many persons have now enter- 


ed tha field of resource-conserva- 
tion,' bul few realize the tremend- 
ous responsibility of the govern- 
ment's sphere of activity in this 
effort to provide for the future," 
Draemel asserted. 


"Thf. 
word 
'resource' 
alone, 


means something to which one 
turns in an absence of the usual 
means of source of supply . . . 
that for the moment supplies a 
need or fills a gap ..." 


"Here, then, enters research . . . 


defined by the same dictionary 
as: 
' - 
" "Tho. studious inquiry, of & 


critical and exhaustive investiga- 
tion . . . with an aim toward re- 
vision of accepted conclusions, in 
the light of newly discovered 
facts . . .' ". 


Secretary Draemel said that "in 


the Department of Forests and 
Waters the Division of Research 
therefore takes into its scope of 
studies not only the diseases of 
trees, the methods of combating: 
foresi. fires, development 6f tree 
•plantations and forests, develop- 
ment and protection of watersheds 
and provisions for wildlife pre- 
servation and development, but trie 
relationship of clean and unpollut- | 
ed waters, and the expansion bjf ! 
recreational areas for the general | 
public.

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Heavy mulch is better for tomatoes than cultivation. 


Garden Mulch Kills Weeds 
And Keeps the Soil Moist 


Mulches covering the soil around 


growing; plants are a substitute lor 
cultivation which is growing in 
favor. They have long been used 
by practical gardeners, and vari- 
ous materials have been tried for 
covering the ground, to prevent 
weeds growing and shade the sur- 
face. 


Paper mulch, and even stones 


and slabs of concrete have been 
experimented with. But tests by 
the Ohio state experiment station, 
emphasizing the importance of soil 
aeration, indicate that the best 
mulching materials allow free cir- 
culation of air through the top 
eight inches of soil. 


Mulches of fresh organic materi- 


al, such as manure, straw, alfalfa, 
peat moss, lawn clippings and 
others, stabilize the granular struc- 
ture of soils and. prevent surface 
compaction, says an Ohio report. 
In testing various mulching ma- 


terials, it was' found that when 
seeds of Chewing's fescue grass 
were sown between plant rows, it 
produced the same effect as • 
good manure mulch, at consider- 
ably less expense. 


Sown at the rate of 3 pounds to 


100 square feet, this grass makes • 
thick growth, the report says. 


Chewing's fescue is used because It 
withstands 
shade cast 
by 
the 


plants. Toward fall the grass dies 
out. Crop production is said to be 
as good as when any other mulch- 
ing material is used, and the cost 
less. 


This suggests that home gar- 


deners can sow grass seed between 
rows of flowers and vegetables and 
inste'ad of cultivating, use a lawn- 
mover. Rye grass is suggested for 
garden use rather than a fescue. 


Waste lumber is used by some 


gardeners, to shade the ground be- 
tween rows. By laying down boards 
when planting the garden, and 
walking on them rather than the 
soil, the ground is kept loose, and 
by shifting 
the boards between 


rows, weeds can be killed without 
hoeing. 


Excellent results can be obtained 


from a heavy mulch of dry lawn 
clippings, applied a little at a time. 
The first application should be xvell 
mixed with the top soil; a'nd then 
it may be built up to several 
inches in thickness, so that weeds 
are kept down and. evaporation 
checked, but at the same time 
rains are allowed to penetrate the 
soil. 
Tomatoes especially like a 


mulch of this kind.
